The amendments to the specification in the response filed June 9, 2004 were not entered 
because the paragraphs to be replaced do not appear at the locations Indicated in the amendment. It Is 
clear that applicants' pages do not correspond to the pages in the USPTO copy. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found in a 
prior Office action. 

Claims 1-4 and 6-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention lacks 
patentable utility. This rejection is repeated for reasons already of record {e.g., Office action mailed 
March 10, 2004, page 4). The instant application does not disclose a specific, substantial, and credible 
utility for SEQ ID NO: 2 or for any polypeptide that is encoded by SEQ ID NO: 2. Applicants' arguments 
(response filed June 9, 2004, pages 8-11) are most unconvincing because applicants do not point to any 
specific, substantial, and credible utility for SEQ ID NO: 2 or for any polypeptide that might be encoded 
by SEQ ID NO: 2. None of the utilities alluded to by applicants (it is noted here that the page numbers of 
the specification mentioned in applicants' arguments do not correspond to the page numbers In the 
USPTO's copy of the application). The vague mentions of possible utilities for Identification (with no 
offered purpose for the Identification) on page 9 of the response are not specific utilities nor do they 
result in real-world applications since virtually any DNA from any organism may serve the functions 
mentioned in the argument. In Brenner v. Manson, Supreme Court of the U.S., 148 USPQ 689 (1966), 
the Supreme Court held that to meet the utility requirement of 35 U.S.C. § 101, an Invention must have a 
specific and substantial utility in its currently available (Ae., as of the effective filing date of the claims) 
form. In addition, there is no readily apparent utility for the claimed invention. 

Claims 1-4 and 6-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most 
nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. The discussion in the previous rejection is 
incorporated here.
